and Andrews 9,861. 


The winner of the runoff will 


face Guy Newcomb of Osceola, 
the Republican nominee unop- 
posed in the GOP primary, in 
the Nov. 5 general election. 


Lower down on .the Democrat- 


ic primary roster were: Dr. 
Ralph Ration of Paragould with 
10,848, Lee Ward of Jonesboro

Rldgeway of Newport with 4,299 
and Carroll Durham with 636. 


Alexander, 35, an attorney, 


was the first to file for the con- 
gressional post being vacated 
by Rep.

ing the returns Tuesday night 
and his vote total rapidly out- 
distanced his nearest rivals. 


Should he survive the runoff,

Barry Goldwater of Arizona. 


Akins, 35, principal of Chil-

district are Negroes. Among the 
Items In his campaign platform 
were the "suffocation of pover- 
ty" and "better and Increased 
housing."

fully for governor in 1966 and 
was defeated Tuesday in his 
bid for the U.S. Senate nomina- 
tion, appeared briefly before 
the public but limited their re- 
marks to thanking their sup- 
porters.
